THE BATTLE OF MONTEREY, 


Tlw Aaanolt tlpou tbe Capital of 2I«I> 


l^on, and Its Capture. 


[Inter Ocean.) 


In May, 1846, Gen. Taylor bad croneft <6» 


Bio Qrande aud taken poaeession of tbe dty 
of Matamoroa There he remained until 
fek'ptenii.er, when, having re-enforced, the 
main diviiioa of tbe army, under Gen. 
Worth, marched toward Monterey. That 
city, tbe capital of New Le >n, was a str-'Dgiy 
fortified place, and then defended by Gen. 
Ampudia with ab.iut 9 000 Mexican tfoope. 
Tbe city had been very thoroughly barri- 
caded, in expectation oC an attack, [rum the 
Americans, both without and within. Strong 
forts win* caunim commanded tb* ruails 
leading into the town, and on the Bat roots 
of the houses were parapets of Bond bags to 
protect the soldiery. 


The Hrst assault was made by the Americans 


Sept. 81, ou tbe euttora sUe of Cue city, 
where, after a terrible struggle, in which 
many Ainoric&ns were killed, the troops un- 
der Ueii. V-iitman captured one of tho forts 
and turneJ in guns agrainst tb* city. On 
Uie following day UJQ. Worths division cap- 
tured the fortitlcatioas overlooking tba 
Bultillo roa-1, to the northwest of the city. 
The loss wits felt by Gen. Atipudia to be 
such a senuu-t one that ha drew the main 
body of his army from the ea«torn part of 
the city to attempt to recover it. but they 
«ero met witu such fierce resistance by the 
Americans that they rapidly retreated and, 
intrenched themselves on the Grand Flasa, 
cr great square of the town. 


On Sent 23 the American Irmy forced its 


way into the city, Gan. Taylor entering 
from the east and Gea. Worth from the 
west. Four companies in Worth's division 
were armed with 
pick axes and crow- 


ban.. 
The Mexicans, from doors 
aaii 


win. lews, and from the barricades on tbe 
housetops, met them with a sweeping fire, 
but it was too late to cheek the determined 
assailants. They, too, sought tbe cellar of 
the houses and while the rifle companies in 
Uie rear returned tbe tire of the Mexicans, 
tbe pickax brigade cut it* advance tSirougb 
the stone walls toward the heart of tbe city. 
It U not probably that there was any one at 
hand to check them in this proceeding, for 
any resistance meant death, and (he frigbt- 
ened inhabitants were doubties* biding any- 
where they could hope for safety. 


General Ampulla, on Sept 23, had begged 


permission to remove the womau and chil- 
dren from the city before assault, but Qen. 
T«ylor refused to allow him to do so—an act 
wh:ch casts a dark stain on 'tbe otherwise 
fair fame of this gallant aoldibr. As the 
way was cut through the walla the Mexican* 
retreated before tbe advancing' enemy, but 
when the Grand Plaza was reached they 
made a last but vain effort; to bold ite gum. 
The sun set that night on a conquered city 
and on the following morning Gen. Ampudia 
surrendered unconditionally. Tbe eamialtie* 
on the American Bide were gold to be not 
more than 500 in killed and wounded, but 
the losj oti the other side, though never 
exactly reported, was known to be much 
greater.

Agriculture in Ohio reminded him too 
much of tbe New Jersey scenes he bad quit- 
ted.

recognised as the leading wtne manufaetufer 
of the country.
